Termination of Proceedings in Response to Board Decision on Appeal 

1 . The period under 37 CFR 1 .304 for seeking court review of the decision rendered by the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on January 20, 2010 has expired and no further action 
has been taken by appellant.

Failure to comply with this deadline will result in cancellation of claim 19, and the application 
will be passed to issue with allowed claims 8 and 10-18, as per the decision rendered by the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on January 20, 2010. See MPEP § 1214.06(II)(B).
